Council issues covert CCTV threat over dog mess problem 

CLEAN UP 
YOUR ACT 


COVERT CCTV cameras could be 
installed in parks unless more dog 
owners clean up after their pets, 
council bosses have warned. 

Banbury Town Council said it had 
seen a "flood" of complaints about 
fouling in its parks. 

Owners face a £50 on-the-spot fine if 
their pets are caught in the act by 
Cherwell District Council or town 
council officers. 

But the Banbury Cake revealed in 
June that just four owners had been 
fined by Cherwell across the district 
between April 2010 and April 2012. 

Town councillor Colin Clarke said: 
"Banbury Town Council is cracking 
down on this. We will not hesitate to 
prosecute anyone caught committing an 
offence. 

"If dog fouling continues to be a 
problem we could install hidden CCTV 
cameras without further warning. 

"They can clearly identify people up 
to half-a-mile away and they will be 
monitored 24/7." 

The town council runs the local 
parks, including People's Park, Princess 
Diana Park and Spiceball Park. 

The council said fouling was a 
"particular issue" at the Horton View 
sports field and Moorfields. 

Dog mess can transmit diseases like 
salmonella, E-coli, giardia, and

roundworms and can damage sight by 
causing toxocariasis. 

Mr Clarke, chairman of the council's 
general services committee, said: "The 
council's contractors regularly clean all 
areas but an hour after we've been 
round, an area can be littered with 
faeces again. 

"It is unpleasant and dangerous for 
teams who hire sports grounds for 
football or cricket matches and for 
children and others who use our parks. 

"Just picking up a ball that has been 
infected can be enough to make 
someone very ill. 

"Many dog owners behave 
responsibly, but some are less public 
spirited." 

District council lead member for 
clean and green Nigel Morris said: 
"Those who let dogs foul parks and 
pavements are often, by their nature, 
rather covert as most people find it 
contemptible. 

"We carry out enforcement but would 
much rather people didn't allow it to 
happen in the first place." 

Figures released earlier this year 
showed the district council spent 
£780,551 on 50 CCTV cameras from 
2007 to 2011.

Council considers gift of 
free Christmas parking 


COUNCIL bosses are to 
offer some free parking 
days over the Christmas 
holidays - but have ruled 
out calls to scrap 
charges all year round. 

Cherwell District Council 
will offer free parking every 
Saturday Sunday and 
Monday in its car parks from 
December 1 to January 7. 

The move is in response 
to a petition by Banbury 
traders. They had called for 
the first three hours parking 
to be free throughout the 
year. 

Traders said the council's 
move did not go far enough 
- but the authority said it 
could not afford year-long 
free parking. 

Deputy leader George 
Reynolds said: "We know 
the current economic 
climate is proving difficult 
for many. 

"The thinking behind this 
plan is that everyone will 
benefit - residents, traders 
and visitors. 

"It will be costly but we

believe it will boost trade 
over the festive season." 

He said the six-week 
concession would cost the 
council £100,000, adding: 
"Imagine how much it 
would cost to offer a free 
period all year round. 

"We will continue to look 
at parking to see if there is 
anything else we can do to 
help traders and encourage 
shoppers into the district." 

The move - to be agreed 
by its executive on 
November 5 - will be 
funded by underspends, a 
surplus on income and 
Government cash set aside 
following a review by retail 
consultant Mary Portas. 

Council car parks include 
Market Place, Horsefair, 
Riverside, North Bar and 
Spiceball. 

Malcolm Douglas, who 
runs Henry's menswear store 
in High Street, said: "It is a 
sop. We need a proper 
sustainable free parking 


period. The town will 
degenerate if we do not get 
all the help we can." 

He pointed to free 
parking in neighbouring 
South Northamptonshire 
and West Oxfordshire. 

Jeanine Venter, of Fancy 
That in Parsons Street, said: 
"At least they have given 
something, but it is not 
going to help. We need it on 
a permanent basis." 

Banbury and District 
Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Claire Kingsbury 
said: "It's better than 
nothing. To be honest, you 
can't look a gift horse in the 
mouth. It is an important 
time of year for the traders 
and it is a good concession 
from the council." 

Some retailers may have 
preferred free parking on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, 
she said. 

And she said of the call 
for year-long free parking: 
"We have to be realistic. 

The council has to be able 
to keep frontline support 
and generate some money."

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'I can't cuddle my boy' 


■ Agony for 
family and 
baby as he 
is born with 
rare skin 
condition

A MUM has spoken of her 
heartbreak that she will never 
be able to cuddle her baby 
son. 

Minutes after baby Anthony 
Brine was born, his delicate skin 
started to peel and bleed as he 
was cleaned by medical staff at 
Banbury's Horton Hospital. 

Within days, his parents Daniela 
and Richard were given the dev¬ 
astating news their tiny tot had 
been diagnosed with epidermoly¬ 
sis bullosa (EB) a genetic condi¬ 
tion where the skin and internal

body linings blister at the slightest 

knock or rub, causing painful, open wounds. 

The condition has no cure or effective treatment and 
will limit 18-week-old Anthony's life expectancy by up 
to 40 years. 

He has a very high chance of developing skin cancer. 

Now family and friends have started fundraising for 
charity Debra, which is researching the condition to find 
a cure. 

Mrs Brine, 24, of Ambrosden, mum to five-year-old son 
Shane who does not have the condition, said: "We as 
parents will never be able to hug Anthony properly. Our 
older son Shane won't be able to play with Anthony the 
way a normal big brother would. 

"If Anthony knocks himself the skin peels away from 
the area and blisters form and just get bigger and bigger 
until they are popped. 

"He's in constant pain, not just the outside of his body 
but the inside as well." 


She said blisters form in Anthony's throat and mouth 
making it painful to eat, and in his eyes. 

Mrs Brine said: "Anthony always smiles. 

"He can be in so much pain, but once I've sorted him, 
he just smiles and that's what keeps us going." 

Before they could take him home from hospital the 
couple had to be trained to hold him in a special way so 
he could not wriggle and damage his skin. 

They were also taught how to pop any blisters and to 
bandage them to prevent infection. 

Baby Anthony wears sleep-suits inside out so the seam 
dosen't damage his skin, and mittens to try to prevent 
him damaging himself. 

Mrs Brine said Anthony's hands and feet were affected 
the most, but as he gets older and starts moving around 
more of his body would have to be bandaged. 

She said: "The doctors say he will almost definitely get 
skin cancer and they say he will live about 30 years. 

"We just go day by day, we've had all the 
bad news we can get." 

The couple were dealt a second blow 
weeks after Anthony was diagnosed when 
Mr Brine, a Lance Corporal with Bicester- 
based 23 Pioneer Regiment, was told he 
would be made redundant next year as the 
regiment is being disbanded. 

He is now re-training to be a gas engineer. 
So far the couple have raised more than 
£1,000 for the charity after Mr Brine and two 
friends completed the Yorkshire three peaks 
challenge. 

# Debra says EB is likely to affect one in 
1 7,000 live births. 

It is estimated that there are currently 
5,000 people with the condition in the UK. 

The condition is not picked up by general 
pregnancy tests and there is no prior 
warning a child will be affected until birth. 

A test is available if the couple decide to 
have more children as there is a one-in-four 
chance they could have the condition. 

In its least severe forms, the blistering is 
confined to the hands and feet holding 
things and walking extremely painful. In 
more severe forms all the body is affected.

A READING charity is desperate for 
volunteers to help children develop 
a love of books. 

Assisted Reading for Children 
(ARCh), needs people to help 
youngsters who are struggling to 
read at schools across Banbury and 
Bicester. 

People must be able to commit to 
three hours a week for a year, but 
the charity say the time will be well 
spent. 

Development manager Elaine 
Adams said: "We are finding it 
busier than ever. 

"The need for our service has 
grown this year so much that we 
have had to recruit two new 
members of staff and move to a 
larger office in Bicester. 

"We have got schools waiting for 
volunteers, particularly in Bicester 
and Banbury."

in 2011, 98 per cent of youngsters 
showed an improved attitude to 
reading and improved confidence in 
reading and 97 per cent saw an 
improved self-confidence in the 
child. 

The charity, now in its fifth year, 
has just moved to a larger premises 
in Gobles Court, Bicester. It covers 
the entire county and has more than 
100 schools and 240 volunteers on 
its books. 

ARCh recruits and trains people 
who will go into a local school 
three hours a week, armed with a 
box of books and educational 
games, to work with three children 
for the school year. 

Some of the volunteers are former 
teachers or academics, trainee 
teachers, or people who love 
reading and have spare time. 


It is funded by businesses, local 
councils, charities and trusts and 
schools are charged a contribution 
for the service. 

Mrs Adams said: "The results are 
brilliant — after having a person 
sitting with them over a whole year, 
they build up a good relationship. 

"Volunteers adore it. Often at the 
start they are not sure how they will 
get on with them, but by the end of 
the year the children are blooming 
and diving into the book box and 
really loving reading. 

"It's important for children to 
enjoy sessions but volunteers need 
to as well. Most of the volunteers do 
stay with us for year after year." 

The charity is also looking for a 
new sponsor. For the past three 
years it has been financially 
supported by builders merchant 
Wates, but that funding comes to an 
end next spring.

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Big pay increases for health bosses despite cuts 


HEALTH bosses have accepted inflation- 
busting pay rises despite staff being 
placed on NHS pay freezes and presiding 
over multi-million pound cuts. 

Directors of Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs community 
health services, and the Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust, have seen their 
salaries boosted by up to £10,000. 

Oxford Health has outlined £52m of 
cuts over the next five years from all of its 
services - including staffing costs - and 
workers are on an NHS wide pay freeze. 

It is consulting with nurses on bringing 


in a new longer shift of 12 hours to 
'increase efficiency'. 

Overseeing the cuts was Julie Waldron, 
chief executive of the trust, who during 
the last financial year saw her salary 
increase from between £1 60,000- 
£1 65,000 to £1 65,000- £1 70,000. 

Meanwhile, two Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust directors - who must 
oversee £160m of savings over the next 
four years - have accepted a pay rise. 

OUH chief executive Sir Jonathan 
Michael - who saw his salary boosted 
from £21 0,000-£21 5,000 to £21 5,000- 


£220,000 across the same period - 
outlined plans to cut the budget by £49m 
over the next year alone in an interview 
in June. 

The cuts will include £3.6m in ward 
closures, £2.5m in job cuts including 
compulsory redundancies and £3.2m 
from changes to nursing rotas on adult 
wards. The average nurse earns around 
£26,000 a year. 

This comes as NHS Employers body 
recommends the NHS pay freeze is 
extended for a third year to 'protect 
services and minimise job losses'.

Whooping cough vaccine 


PREGNANT women in 
Oxfordshire will be offered a 
whooping cough vaccine to 
protect their babies from an 
escalating outbreak of the 
disease. 

Very young babies are at the 
greatest risk of serious 
complications from the disease, 
which can stop them breathing 
or lead to pneumonia, brain 
damage, weight loss and death. 


Figures specifically for 
Oxfordshire cases are not yet 
available, but ten babies have 
died in the UK this year. 

The injection, which will be 
available from GP surgeries 
from Monday, should boost a 
mother's defences to whooping 
cough. This immunity will then 
be passed on to the baby.

■ Pair broke down a 
wall to save colleague 
in burning building 


WHEN Pat McDonald was overpowered by smoke 
in a factory fire he "took his last breath and went 
to sleep". 

The fact he is alive to tell the story is down to the 
exceptional bravery of two colleagues. 

With no regard for their own safety Bartosz Pytko and 
Artur Biegala broke through an asbestos and cement wall 
at Oxford Plastics, Enstone, and dragged him to safety. 


Fire chiefs said the 53- 
year-old would almost 
certainly have died were it 
not for their actions. 

Now the pair have been 
honoured with rare Chief 
Fire Officer's 

Commendations for their 
actions. 

Mr McDonald said: "If 
it wasn't for them I 
wouldn't be here now. 

"They didn't have to 
come back for me but 
they did what they 
thought was best. They 
deserve everything they 
get." 

About 80 firefighters 
attended after the Enstone 
factory fire, which broke 
out at about 8pm on May 
11 in a unit containing 12 
members of staff. 

The Banbury resident 
described the terrifying 
moment the factory was 
engulfed by fire, started by 
an accident involving 
welding equipment. 

The factory quality 
inspector said: "The smoke 
was overpowering. I got 
on the floor and went to 
the fire exit but couldn't 
get out. I was coughing 
and spluttering because I 
couldn't hold my breath. I 
took my last breath and 
went to sleep."

Materials supervisor Mr 
Pytko, 26, said he did not 
stop to think when he 
went back for his 
colleague. 

The employee of eight 
years said: "I was only 
thinking 'where is my 
friend? I wanted to go and 
help, I wasn't thinking 
about anything 

"As soon as we realised 
Pat hadn't come out with 
the rest of us we all just 
started smashing holes in 
the side of the building to 
locate him. 

"Smoke had filled the 
building so we had to 
crawl along the floor to 
find him. We didn't stop to 
think about it." 

Mr Biegala, 42, said his 
16 years as a firefighter in 
Poland proved useful, 
adding: "It was normal for 
me, I remembered my job. 

"I am happy he is 
alive." 

Jason Crapper, the 
incident commander at 
the blaze, said: "They 
genuinely put themselves 
at risk to save their 
colleague.

Children's homes given 
praise for improvement 


TWO Oxfordshire children's 
homes have been praised for 
making improvements in a 
recent Ofsted inspection. 

Both homes, one of which 
provides care for up to six 
female young people and one 
of which cares for eight chil¬ 
dren and young people, went 
up an inspection grade com¬ 
pared to the previous inspec¬ 
tion. 

Children's home reports are 
published anonymously to pro¬ 
tect the identity of the vulnera¬ 
ble children who they care for. 

The girls' home was rated 
outstanding. 

Inspector Maureen Hamer 
said: "Young people value this 
service highly. 

"Staff succeed to work 
exceptionally well with young 


people and partners to help 
young people to feel safe and 
to do well." 

The other home, which is on 
the same site as a school and 
run by a charity, received a 
good judgement. 

Inspector Jennie Christopher 
said: "There are many changes 
taking place within the home 
and as a result there has been 
a high turnover of staff. 

"However, the current staff 
team has strong aspirations for 
the young people in their care 
and outcomes for young peo¬ 
ple in the home are good." 

Children's homes face one 
full and one interim inspection 
each year.

Protective status

VILLAGERS hope to 
get their local pub 
back after winning a 
five-year battle against 
a couple who turned it 
into a house. 

Geoffrey and Jacqueline 
Noquet bought the Bishop 
Blaize, Burdrop, in 
February 2006 and closed 
the pub the following 
March. 

But an independent 
planning inspector has 
now upheld council 
action demanding it stop 
being used a home, called 
Bishop's End. 

Cherwell District 
Council served an 
enforcement notice in 
February, saying 
permission exists only for 
it to be used as a pub. 

The couple appealed to 
the Planning Inspectorate, 
which has now upheld the 
council notice and 
demanded it stop being

used as a house. The 
couple bought the pub for 
£425,000 but said takings 
fell "sharply" within six 
weeks, Inspector Sara 
Morgan said. 

She said this "appears 
to have been specifically 
due to a dispute between 
Mr and Mrs Noquet and 
the village". 

But moves to sell the 
pub for £600,000 and 
later £450,000 were 
"unrealistically high", she 
said. 

The couple gave "little 
evidence" at a four-day 
hearing in August that it 
"could not be a viable 
public house in the long 
term". 

Mrs Morgan said: "It 
had clearly been viable 
under the previous owners 
not so very long before." 


And she ordered the 
Noquets to pay the 
council's legal costs 
because they had shown 
"unreasonable behaviour" 
in withdrawing part of the 
appeal six days before the 
public hearing. 

This resulted in "wasted 
expense" on the part of 
the council, she said. An 
application for costs 
against the council by the 
couple was also refused. 
The costs have yet to be 
fixed. 

She added: "It is clear 
that the local community 
places a high value on the 
Bishop Blaize as a public 
house." 

The council accepted 
the notice could not make 
the couple reopen the pub 
and part of the building 
previously used as a living 
space could remain. Mr 
and Mrs Noquet were not 
available for comment. 

Villager Christopher 


Radcliffe, 67, who helped 
lead a campaign to 
reopen the pub, said: "It is 
a small step forward to 
getting our pub back." 

Adding that he was 
confident a buyer could 
be found, he said: "The 
village has lost a bit of its 
soul." 

Farmer Richard Butt, 

64, of neighbouring 
Sibford Gower, said: 
"Justice has seen to be 
done. If it goes on the 
open market it would be 
sold and it would be 
reopened as a pub. There 
is enough interest 
around." 

Sibford Gower Parish 
Council chairman Dr 
Oswyn Murray said: "We 
are immensely relieved 
and pleased. 

"It seemed the entire 
village was at the 
hearing." They had been 
taken to the council's 
Bodicote HQ by bus.

■ Top schools will form new partnership to share expertise 


Three heads better 
than one in alliance 


SOME of Oxfordshire's 
highest performing 
schools are joining forces 
to form a teaching 
alliance. 

The county is one of the 
few areas of the country 
which does not have any 
teaching schools - the educa¬ 
tion equivalent of a teaching 
hospital.

Now three outstanding 
schools, backed by a strategic 
partnership of a further 20 
good or outstanding schools 
and Oxford's two universities, 
have applied to become 
teaching schools and form a 
new multi-school teaching 
alliance, called Education 


Excellence Oxfordshire. 

They are the Frank Wise 
Special School in Banbury, 
and The Cherwell School in 
Oxford and King Alfred's 
Academy in Wantage. 

Frank Wise headteacher 
Sean O'Sullivan said he was 
keen to be involved to ensure 
special schools were repre¬ 
sented as equal partners. 

He said special schools 


had a lot of expertise to share 
about how to deal with chil¬ 
dren experiencing a range of 
difficulties and already gave 
training on issues such as 
behaviour management or 
language development. 

He said: "We see the 
teaching school route as a 
very significant way of contin¬ 
uing that kind of work." 

Cherwell headteacher Paul 
James said: "We want to raise 
Ofsted grades, raise achieve¬ 
ment and raise the profile of 
professional learning, teacher 
training and get other schools 
in a position where they can 
also be lead teaching 
schools." 

Many of the things which 
teaching schools carry out 
already happen in some of 
the schools, such as initial 
and further teacher training, 
research and school-to-school 
support. 

But teaching schools are 
the only places where spe¬ 
cialist leaders in education - 
high quality middle or senior 
leaders - can be accredited. 

Mr James said: "It creates a 
really positive culture for pro¬ 
fessional learning for staff and 
it benefits all of us within 
Oxfordshire if all of our 
schools improve on levels of 
attainment, achievement and 
progress. 

"But the bottom line is it's 
about children and young 
people in Oxfordshire." 

The lead teaching schools 


will be closely scrutinised, 
with extra visits from Ofsted. 

Performance will be meas¬ 
ured based on exam results, 
the proportion of schools 
within the strategic partner¬ 
ship which improve their 
Ofsted categories and the 
number of leadership posi¬ 
tions which are filled. 

Teaching schools will be 
where new Government ini¬ 
tiatives are rolled out first. 

Simon Spiers, headteacher 
at King Alfred's, said: "It will 
bring huge opportunities to 
all our staff in the area and 
across Oxfordshire. 

"We know if we upskill 
teachers and support staff, it 
will have a direct impact on 
teaching and learning in the 
classroom an that in itself has 
an impact on raising attain¬ 
ment. 

"If we want Oxfordshire to 
be at the forefront of what's 
going on, we need to have an 
alliance of teaching schools 
across Oxfordshire." 

Only one of the three 
schools needs teaching 
school status for the alliance 
to get the go-ahead. 

The application has been 
submitted to the National 
College which will make a 
representation to Education 
Secretary Michael Gove. 

A decision is due to be 
taken in March and if 
approved the new teaching 
schools could be up and run¬ 
ning by April.

As he watches the shocking 
footage in the privacy of his office, 
the writer connects brutal murders 
across the country and senses a 
potential movie deal. 

"This could be my In Cold 
Bloodl" Ellison excitedly tells his 
exasperated wife. 

Local law enforcement led by 
Sheriff Thompson (Fred Dalton 
Thompson) is wary of Ellison on 
their patch. 

However, Thompson's ambitious 
Deputy James Ransone) is keen to 
be immortalised in print and he 
enthusiastically agrees to help piece 
together evidence. 

Strange symbols concealed 
within the home movie footage lead 
Ellison to Professor Jonas (Vincent 
D'Onofrio), an expert on the occult. 

As Ellison continues to immerse 
himself in the case, he loosens his

Sinister is a predictable ghost 
story that has a few decent scares as 
Ellison wanders around his house at 
night, twitching nervously at every 
creaking floorboard or groaning 
pipe.

RALLY driver Dani Sordo 
showed the pace of the 
Banbury-built Prodrive WRC 
Team Mini before he was 
forced into retirement in the 
Rally France.

Prodrive WRC Team principal 
Dave Wilcock said: "It was a 
really unfortunate way for Dani 
to exit the rally, as both his and 
Yvan's cars had run near 
faultlessly all weekend. 

"We knew how good we 
would be in low-grip 
conditions, where the chassis 
balance is key, and both Dani's 
and Yvan's times proved that 
today. 

"If it wasn't for the damage, 
Dani would have been 
challenging for our second 
power stage win of the year and 
I expect the fight for fourth 
would have gone down to the 


wire. It is clear the Tarmac 
performance of all the cars and 
many of the drivers have moved 
on. We will continue our 
development programme to find 
more performance and head to 
Spain next month knowing that 
we will be in a fight, with all the 
top six to eight drivers now 
capable of a podium finish.

NISSAN has come up with a few 
more reasons to persuade drivers to 
take a look at the Qashqai — 62.8 
to be precise. 

That is the claimed combined fuel 
consumption for the latest engine to 
join the crossover range and it is an 
impressive performer. 

Developed in conjunction with 
Renault, the 1.6-litre so-called 'Pure 
Drive' engine, replaces the former 
2.0-litre unit, but is just as punchy 
and fun to drive. 

It puts out a meaty 130 horsepow¬ 
er and develops 80 per cent of its 
pulling power from just 1,500rpm 
which, in practice, means lively top- 
end performance combined with 
smooth acceleration in the crucial 
bracket between 30mph and 
50mph. 

But crucially, its fuel consumption 
is more than 30 per cent better than 
the 2.0-litre model that it replaces, 
and it has CO 2 emissions of just 
119g/km. And to help cut consump¬ 
tion and emissions around town, the 
engine is also equipped with a 
stop/start system. 

In addition to the new engine, the 
high-riding, Sunderland-built 
Qashqai also gets a classy new high- 
tech parking system, that is fitted as 
standard to all n-tec+ and top-of- 


the-range Tekna models. Using a set 
of four external cameras, the Around 
View Monitor gives the driver a real¬ 
time bird's eye view of the surround¬ 
ing area on the five-inch display of 
the touchscreen navigation system. 
A tap of a button allows the driver to 
focus on the image feed from any 
particular camera when looking out 
for an obstacle in front, behind or to 
the side of the Qashqai.

Review launched into fuel price increase 


DRIVERS across the country have 
finally been given a cause for 
optimism following the 
announcement that the Office 
of Fair Trading (OFT) has 
launched a review into whether 
reductions in the price of crude 
oil are being passed on to 
motorists. 

Although much of the consternation 
over fuel prices has centred on 
the Government's taxation poli¬ 
cy, the other strand of the argu¬ 
ments concerning inflated 
prices has centred on the per¬ 
ceived lack of parity between 
the price of crude oil and the 
price at the pumps. 

The watchdog called for informa¬ 
tion from the industry, motoring 
groups and consumer bodies 


amid concerns over the prices 
charged for petrol and diesel at 
the pumps. 

AA president Edmund King strongly 
welcomed the OFT's decision to 
investigate fuel pricing and said 
the move was "overdue". 

The OFT said it would be gathering 
information over the next six 
weeks, and plans to publish its 
findings in January. 

The UK retail road fuels sector is 
estimated to be worth around 
£32bn, the OFT said. Petrol 
prices rose by 38 per cent 
between June 2007 and June 
2012, while diesel prices went 
up by 43 per cent over the same 
period. 

The OFT said it would explore a 
number of claims about how 


the road fuels sector is function¬ 
ing, including whether super¬ 
markets and major oil compa¬ 
nies were making it more diffi¬ 
cult for independent retailers to 
compete. 

The review will also consider 
whether there is a lack of com¬ 
petition between fuel retailers 
in some remote communities. 

RAC Foundation director Professor 
Stephen Glaister said: "We have 
always argued for pricing trans¬ 
parency and this review promis¬ 
es to provide it. 

"There has long been a suspicion 
amongst drivers that pump 
prices are much quicker to rise 
than fall. Now at last we should 
get a definitive answer on how 
the market works."
